the night. 
I can't say that we slept 


much ; had a good room, but tha heat, 
iJir hi fit. 
The landlord told me that 


the thermometer stood at 87 degrees all 
niyht in the office, with a south and 
west front. 
It seemed to me that it 


was 187 degrees in our room or there- 
abouts. 


Passing through the counties of De- 


Witt, McLean, Woodford, Putnam, La 
Salle, L( e, Ogle, Stcphenson and Jo 
Davies, I oan testify fioni personal ob- 
servation tint the lands along the line 
of tlie roid on both sides are literally 
covered with farm products of every 
kind. The crops are the finest I ever 
looked at. 
Wheit, corn, oats, barley, 


grass, in fict, everything. 
What is 


to be done with this immense crop ? 
Then, as we pa^aed through Iowa from 
Dnbuque to this place, we found that 
the crops were but little behind our 
own. 
In some one oi two of the coun- 


ties in this State through whioh we 
passed, we saw vast fields of wheat 
nearly ready for the fiickle. What sur- 
prised me was to see a great many 
fields of corn as fur advanced as our 
own. 
We left Dubuque at 9 a. m 


Tue«div, with nine coiclies well filled. 
The numbers increased as we gathered 
them from the stations at which we 
stopped, until we reached Manchester, 
where another train of six coaches was 
made up and started half an hour be- 
fore wo arrived. 
This train kept ahead 


of us till we arrived at Charles City, 
where we joined and made one train of 
15 cars with about 750 people, all 
bound for Clear Lake. 
When we ar- 


rived without accident at 6V p m., 
then "came the tug of war." 
A little 


town of 1200 inhabitants, already full, 
with GOO people to provide for, 150 
perhaps, having engaged places before- 
hand , but the good people were equal 
to the emergency, and the crowd was 
stowed away for the night. On the 
train a man came to me and asked me 
if I did not live at Decatur, III., and 
said I had once done him a favor. 
He 


is one of the prominent men in the 
management here ; through his influ- 
ence we have comfortable quarter? 
I 


have no recollection of the kind act, 
but like bread cast upon the waters it 
has returned with interest. It does not 
cost much to do a kindueas, and oae is 
always paid in the consciousness of 
ha\ing helped his fellow man.

Light House, spending our time in sit- 
ting around in the shade, in the hotel 
and in tbe park, at and on the lake and 
at the camp ground. Yesterday I heard 
a very fine sermon by Bishop Andrews ;

"Christ's estimate of childhood ," this 
evening a lecture by Prof. Hemenway. 
So we are patting in our tiuie to advan- 
tage, having regard to our physical, 
mental and spiritual natures. I learn 
that the attendance at the Assembly 
exceeds last year ; not as large as I 
expected to see. There seems to be a 
lack of tim in the management. 


We are all well, and feeling as nice as 
cotton hat."

ident Republican National Convention: 
—DEAR SIR I accept the position as- 
signed me by the great party whose 
action you announce. This acceptance 
implies approval of the principles de- 
clared by the convention, but recent 
usage permits me to add some expres- 
sion of my own. 


The right and duty to secure honesty 


and order in popular election is a mat- 
ter so vital that it must stand in the 
front. 
The authority of the national 


government to preserve from fraud and 
force the elections at which its own 
officers are chosen is a chief point, on 
which the two parties are plainly and 
intensely opposed. The acts of con- 
gress for ten years have, in New York 
and elsewhere, done much to curb the 
violence and wrong to which the ballot 
and courts have been again and again 
subjected; sometimes despoiling great 
cities, sometimes stifling the voice of 
a whole state, often seating, not only in 
congress, but on the bench and in the 
legislatures, numbers of men never 
chosen by the peeple. The democratic 
party, since gaining possession of the 
two houses of congress, have inade the 
laws the object of a bitter, ceaseless 
assault, and, despite all resistance, has 
hedged them with restrictions, cunning- 
ly contrived to baffle and paralyze them. 
This aggressive majority boldly at- 
tempted to extort from the executive 
his approval of various enactments de- 
structive of these election laws, by rev- 
olutionary threats that a constitutional 
exercise of the veto power would be 
punished by withholding the appropri- 
ations necessary to carry on the govern- 
ment, and these threats were actually 
carried out by refusing the needed ap- 
propriations, and by forcing an extra 
session of congress, lasting for months, 
and resulting in concessions to this 
usurping demand which are likely, in 
many states, to subject the majority to 
the lawless will of a minority. Omi- 
nous signs of public disapproval alone 
subdued this arrogant power into a sul- 
len surrender, for the time being, of a 
part of its demand.

It seems to me that the 
rules which should be applied to the 
management of the public service ma] 
be properly conformed, in the main, to 
such as regulate the conduct of sue 
oessful private business. Original ap- 
pointments should be based upon as 
certained fitness; the term of offic 
should be stable; positions of responsi 
bility should, as far as practicable, be 
filled by the promotion of worthy am 
efficient officers; the investigation of al 
complaints, and the punishment of al 
official misconduct, should be promp 
and thorough. These views which 
have long held, repeatedly declared, an 
unitormly applied when called upon t 
act, I find embodied in a resolution 
which, of course, I approve. I will ad< 
that, by the acceptance of public office 
whether high or low, one does not, in 
my judgment, escape any of his respOn 
sibihty as a citizen, or lose or impai 
any of his right as a citizen, and tha 
he should enjoy absolute liberty, an 
think and speak and act in politics 
matters according to his own will an 
conscience, provided, only that he hon 
orably, faithfully and fully discharge 
all his official duties. 


SPECIE BESDMPTIOK. 


The resumption of specie payment 


one of the fruits of the Republican po 
icy, has brought a return of abundan 
prosperity and the settlement of man 
diattacting questions.

of sound money, the large reduction 
our public debt and the burden of later 
eat, the hi^h advancement of the pub- 
lic credit, all attest the ability and cour- 
age of the Republican party to deal 
with such financial problems as may 
hereafter demand a notation.
